Status of the Claims 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Applicant's Response filed on 02/03/10. Claims 
1-24 and 29-31 are pending. 

Examiner's Amendment 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
14 and 17-20 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
1-14 and 17-20 been cancelled. 



Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a process for producing a 
ubiquinol-enriched oil/fat-containing food product for human ingestion which is 
quenched to 20°C or below. 

Therefore the claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
